of  all  grades  and  advancement  and  endow- 
ment,  arid  for  all  forms  of  ministerial  sir- 
vice.  Our  courses  of  instruction  are  varied, 
flexible  and  adapted  to  the  diversity  «f 
gifts  which  is  characteristic  of  the  Christian 
ministry  everywhere. 

The  spirit  of  our  seminary  is  conservative, 
open  to  the  light  of  truth,  courageous  in  re- 
search,  sympathetic  with  thorough  scholar- 
ship and  yet  far  from  radical  tendencies; 
reverential  toward  the  word  of  God  and 
committed  to  the  salvation  of  the  whole 
world . 

it  is  not  too  much  to  claim  that  our  Sem- 
inary at  Louisville  holds  a lofty  place  in 
the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  Baptists  of 
the  world.  While  the  bulk  of  its  students 
come  from  its  well-defined  territory,  it  finds 
patronage  in  every  part  of  our  American 
republic,  and  not  a little  as  well  from  be- 
yond it.  The  accredited-representative  of 
our  seminary  is  a guest  of  honor  in  every 
Southern  Baptist  assemblage  . 

Nor  need  we  be  ashamed  of  the  Semi- 
nary as  an  educational  output*.  It  hat.  its 
seat  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Louisville,  and  is 
the  most  attractive  portion  of  the  city.  Its 
halls,  its  dormitories,  its  libraries,  and  more 
yet.  its  scholarly  corps  of  teachers,  its  high 
spirit  of  evangelical  fervor  and  mission- 
ary progress,  make  it  nn  institution  of 
which  the  Baptists  of  the  south  are  justly 
proud.  It  can  almost  be  said  that  it  is  the 
solitary  as  well  ns  the  one  unifying  posses- 
sion of  Southern  Baptists.  Let  it  be  added 
that  the  Baptists  have  it  to  hold.  It  is  theirs 
by  chartered  rights  and  legal  guarantees 
that  nothing  can  break.  The  Baptists  them- 
selves must  break  before  the  Seminary  can 
1h»  lost.  Its  properties  are  held  by  Baptist 
trustees,  representing  every  state,  and  nom- 
inated by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
the  number  from  each  state  being  determin- 
ed by  the  amount  of  money  contributed  by 
that  state  to  the  endowment  of  the  school. 

But  this  statement  cannot  stop  here.  To 
tell  this  much  and  omit  the  rest  would  be 
unfair  to  the  Seminary  and  to  its  friends 
The  Seminary  has  not  attained  unto  its  full 
growth  and  power. 

Let  ns  explain.  True,  we  have  the  largest 
number  of  students  of  any  Baptist  theolog- 
ical seminary  in  the  world,  but  bear  in  mind 
that  we  represent  nearly  two  million  Bap- 
tists. The  demand  for  men  far  outstrips 
the  supply  which  the  seminary  can  furnish. 
We  cannot  take  all  of  the  students  who  need 
theological  training  and  are  needed  by  the 
churches.  Already  our  teaching  force  is 
greivously  inadequate.  We  need  more 
teachers,  and  in  all  departments  sorely  need 
assistant  teachers.  We  are  coming  to  the 
point  also  where  we  must  have  more  build- 
ings, more  departments,  more  professors, 
better  equipments,  and  by  all  means  a bet- 
ter library.  The  truth  is  that  we  have  not 
money  enough  to  run  the  Seminary.  Last 
session,  painful  as  it  is  to  say  it.  we  had  to 
spend  for  repairs  and  improvements  fully 
ten  thousand  dollars  beyond  our  income. 
This.  I admit,  is  like  letting  fly  an  unhappy 
family  secret,  bqt,  dear  friends,  it  had  to 
be  done. 

Some  of  our  friends  need  to  pause  for  a 
little  sober  thinking.  The  denomination  de- 
creed at  the  outset  that  all  instruction  at 
the  Seminary  should  be  free.  It  is  given  to 
men  who  give  up  all  for  the  ministry,  and  of 
course  we  would  not’  be  willing  to  charge 
them  tuition.  Here,  then,  is  a great  school 
handling  three  hundred  men,  and  needing  to 
Randle  as  many  more,  and  yet  not  receiv- 


to  |he  “end  of  his  own  strength”,  before 
he  can  be  saved.  lie  has  no  strength  to 
start  with.  Mow  can  he  go  to  the  end  of  itf 
It  does  not  say  the  sinner  is  weak,  or  has 
little  strength,  he  has  no  strength — -“with- 
out strength”  what  can  he  bring  to  the 
gospel t “The  gospel  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth-” 
Kom.  1:16 

God  opens  the  heart  so  man  can  believe — 
the  gospel  saves.  That  is  God’s  “power” 

»-* The  Lord  opened  Lydias’  heart  so  she  at- 
ended  unto  the  word”  Acts  16:14. 

This  harmonizes  with  the  parable.  There 
were  in  fact,  just  two  kinds  hearers— those 
who  understood  not-  and  those  who  xlirl 
understand.  God  gives  some  an  understand- 
ing heart,  and  leaves  others  as  he  finds 
them.  Luke  24:45.  “Then  opened  he 
their  understanding,  that  they  might  under- 
stand the  Scriptures.”  Paul  said  in  I Cor. 
16:9.  “For  a great  door  and  effectual  is 
opened  unto  me  and  there  are  many  adver- 
saries.” 

And  again,  in  Acts  14:27,  “And  how  he 
hud  i pen  d the  door  of  faith  unto  the  Gen- 
tiles”— not  simply  the  door  of  opportunity, 
but  the  “door  of  faith”,  as  in  “Lydias 
case,”  and  all  others  in  fact-  It  was  not 
only  nn  opportunity  to  preach  it.  but  it  is 
effectual.  God  will  take  care  of  his  mes- 
sage. 

So  in  conclusion  I notice  one  other  state- 
ment which,  is  in  harmony  with  the  authors’ 
other  teachings  relative  to  this  parnble: 
“The  possibilities  of  change  in  the  soil  are 
limited.  Not  so  with  human  hearts.  We 
make  ourselves  what  we  choose  in  this  mat- 
ter.” What  a perversion  of  the  plain  tru*h 
— so  palpable  that  it  makes  the  reader  blush 
and  yvonder  why  the  author  couldn’t  see  it. 
The  likeness  holds  good  between  the  “nat- 
ural man”  and  the  soil.  It  can  not  make 
itself  good — neither  soil  nor  heart.  “Can  the 
Ethiopian  change  his  skint”  God  must  do 
his' first  work  or  the  seed  of  truth  will  find 
no  lodgment  in  the  heart  of  the  natural 
man.  Iiet  us  give  God  the  glory  for  our 
salvation,  our  character  and  our  fruitage- 
Rom  11:36.  “For  of  him,  and  through  him, 
and  to  him  are  all  things:  to  whom  be 
glory  forever.  Amen.

.Taking* p the  parable  of  the  “sower”, 
after  dejj-ffbing  very  accurately  the  three 
kinds  ofi.^iearcrs.  the  author  misses  the 
whole  fn^-I-  of  the  parable  in  his  application 
of  the  fvjteth  kind:  “Others  fell  upon  good 
ground  gjTbere  are  good  hearers  of  the 
truth,  thMf  minds  are  attentive,  their  hearts 
are  hpcn|jne  word  sinks  deep,  it  lays  bold 
iff  the^veSl  springs  of  life  and  action,  and  so 
the  truttCiiecomeH  fruitful  m transformed 
life  and  Malted  character  in  Christian  grace 
in  nolilA  Ip-vice- 

Again  9e  says:  “Who  are  the  good 
ground  ImrersT  All  may  be  such  who  will. 
The  pos-ffelitics  of  change  in  the  soil  are 
limited,  fcNot  so  wwth  human  hearts.  We 
make  oufljflves  what  we  choose  in  this  mat- 
ter.” 

No  fa'ifi|'is  to  be  found  with  this  expres- 
sion in  wet.  it  is h fine  truth  “the  effect 
of  truth  S>on  the  life  is  determine!!  by  the 
mnditiniiftf  th«  heart  into  which  it  falls.” 
This  is  yH’taiuly  the  true  teaching  of  the 
parable  Hi -the  author  spoils  it  all  by  the 
ex|>lanatB9|  given  of  the  above  statement 
as  fbllovH  “In  other  words  the  character 
of  the  h after  and  his  state  of  mind  deter- 
mine tie  tt  suits  of  his  hearing’”  Certainly 
.these  nrifjpther  wools  and  this  is  altogether 
another  tjjaught.  Clearly  the  purpose  of  the 
“parRhhsjj is  to  show  that  good  seed  sown 
rtn  good  ntjroqjid  will  hear  fruit.  But  the 
author  oM^.-se  quotations  as  clearly  tries  to 
show  tli, Mi  man  must  have  a good  charac- 
ter whofi5,n  the  seed  is  sown,  or  else  it  will 
l»  fruit!-"-  to  sow.  The  point  of  the  author 
seepis  ton  to  rob  God  of  the  glory  of  pro- 
ducing gffaijl  character.  He  insists  that  man 
must  merejthe  truth  with  good  character, 
whereas  i$>  parable  teaches  that  truth  re- 
ceived ur<i|  a good  heart  makes  a good  char- 
acter. Ghl  prepares  the  heart  anil  furnish- 
es the  fifth  which'  resutls  in  fruit  and  a 
gpod  ohajfecter. 

But  th  ;jljrw  the  reader  that  this  is  the 
purport  the  author  read  the  next  para- 
graph: wWhat’a  man  receives  from  any 
truth  he  y;-ars  or  reads  depends  on  what  he 
brings  toKuit  trqth.  What  we  receive  from 
the  gospeSpself  depends  upon  what  we  bring 
to  the  g.feel”- 

Here  t§-  mask  is  thrown  off  and  we  see 
after  all  depends  on  man.  God  furnishes 
a “seed® of  truth  and  that  seed  doesn’t 
even  hmffi  character — it  meets  character 
already  iftde  by  man — “Good  ground”  and 
then  the  «ced  aecomplishes  results  of  some 
kind  -it  Isn't  elear  what  Thus  the  author 
would  renice  the  work  pf  God  to  minimum, 
and  enhw^e  the  work  of  man  to  maximum, 
in  the  f|jijt.age  Af  Christian  life  Thps  the 
parable  uj. twisted  from  its  real  meaning  so 
as  to  ropICod  of  his  glory  and  give  it  to 
man.  Bi||  again:  What  does  a man  “bring 
to  th<-  £ IT”  Nothing  in  fact- but  a lost 
characteC- -a  mined  soul.  “For  when  we 
were  yet?H  ithout  strength  in  due  time  Christ 
died  for  hi  uafodljC’  Rq»5-e

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ing  one  copper  in  the  way  of  compensation 
for  its  work. 

Besides,  the  Seminary  has  no  rich  alumni. 
The  sons  of  the  Seminary  grow  not  rich  in 
earthly  stores.  They  love  their  alma  mater 
and  honor  her  by  godly. service,  but  they 
have  little  to  put  into  her  treasury. 
The  people  in  the  pews  must  take  care  of 
the  Seminary,  and  this  they  have  good  rea- 
son to  do.  The  Seminary  constantly  en- 
riches our  ministry’,  and  the  pew  fattens  on 
the  fruits  of  the  Seminary. 

It  was  hinted  just  now  that  the  Seminary 
has  become  poorer  of  late  by  unavoidable 
overspending,  but  the  trouble  comes  in  an- 
other way.  Some  of  our  investments  have 
expired  recently,  and  we  cannot  invest  to 
such  an  advantage  any  longer.  This  shrink- 
age is  hitting  us  a hard  blow,  and  we  find 
it  necessary  to  raise  the  signal  of  distress. 

Take  one  fact  and  dream  over  it.  Our 
Seminary  handles  about  as  many  students 
as  are  found  in  four  or  five  of  our  excellent 
Baptist  seminaries,  and  vet  each  one  of  these 
schools  has  more  money  for  current  expen- 
ses than  we  have  at  Louisville.  This  fact 
ought  to  bring  nil  lovers  of  our  Seminary 
to  action. 

Our  friends  never  were  in  such  fine  shape 
for  making  the  Seminary  all  that  it  ought 
to  be.  as  they  now  are.  We  never  had  so 
many  rich  |H-oplc  as  in  this  good  year,  1907, 
and  many  of  them  have  not  helped  the  Sem- 
inary at  all,  or  at  most  only  in  small  meas- 
ure. If  our  rich  Baptists  could  get  together 
and  talk  the  matter  over  for  two  hours  in  a 
sympathetic  way,  our  Seminary  would  have 
all  it  needs. 

But  the  trustees  make  another  appeal.  In 
these  recent  years  of  plenty,  prosperity  has 
come  home  to  uncounted  thousands  of  Bap- 
tists. Not  that  they  nre  rich,  but  they  are 
well-to-do.  They  have  fitted  up  their 
homes  thoroughly  and  have  a good  hank 
account.  They  are  intelligent,  fond  of  the 
church,  and  believe  in  Baptist  doctrines. 
They  love  their  pastor  and  love  him  all  the 
more  because  he  is  educated.  There  be 
some  who  mourn  because  their  pastors  are 
uneducated,  and  the  best  way  for  them  to 
win  their  desire  is  to  put  their  hearts  in  liv- 
ing unison  with  the  Seminary.  The  best 
blessings  come  to  those  who  are  quick  to 
give.  Those  who  bless  the  Seminary,  the 
Seminary  always  blesses. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Seminary  trustees 
in  Richniond  May.  1907,  it  was  derided  that 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Seminary, 
which  occurs  in  1909.  should  he  marked  by  a 
jubilee  celebration.  Meanwhile  the  friends 
of  the  Seminary  are  to  he  asked  to  raise  for 
the  endowment  of  our  great  school  the  round 
sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The 
request  is  not  exhorbitant.  It  is  the 
amount  which  is  necessary  to  give  the  Sem- 
inary the  ability  to  enlarge  its  work  and  to 
conduct  its  business  without  embarrassment. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  trustees  that  the  con- 
vention may  find  it  agreeable  to  meet  in  the 
city  of  Louisville  in  1909.  for  the  fitting  cel- 
ebration of  our  semi-centennial,  and  the 
most  practical  and  substantial  schedule  of 
celebration  will  be  by  having  in  hand  by  that 
time  the  four  hundred  thousand  dolars. 

Now  it  is  to  the  task  of  raising  this  need- 
ed four  hundred  thousand  dollars  that  the 
friends  of  the  Sertinary  ought  most  urgently  i 
begin  at  once  to  address  themseves.  We  are  i 
attempting  little  more  in  this  paper  than  to  1 
indicate  what  we  are  to  undertake.  It  is  i 
hoped  that  among  the  many  thousands  of 
homes  into  which  this  paper  shall  go,  we  i 
may  find  _ 1 
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1-  Twenty  men  who  will  give  us  five 
thousand  dollars  each.  I>t  these  favored 
men  of  money  lead  in  this  matter.  Their 
action  will  carry  us  far  out  on  the  way. 
[ft  each  trustee  find  his  man  and  send 
his  name. 

\S  c ask  one  hundred  mm  to  give  tis 
one  thousand  dollars  each.  They  be  very 
many — these  thousand  dollar  men  men  who 
can,  and  ought,  and.  we  pray  God,  may 
give  us  one  thousand  dollars  apiece. 

3.  Me  ask  y»ne  thousand  men  to  give 
each  one  hundred  dollars  .paying  in  cash  or 
installments  as  they  may  prefer. 

4.  -^Ve  ask  every  church,  in  city  or 
country,  large  or  small,  rich  or  |**><>r,  to  give 
us  a Sunday  morning  collection,  taken  not  in 
the  baskets,  but  by  open  subscription,  and 
taken  after  long  and  ample  notice,  after  dis- 
tributing  Seminary  literature  and  after  a 
burning  appeal  by  the  pastor,  and  with  at 
least  two  addresses  by  brethren  of  the 
church  selected  for  that  purpose.  Surely  bo 
church  will  forget  or  deny  a request  like 
this. 

The  trustees  greatly  desire  that  during 
this  new  movement  for  the  more  adequate 
endowment  of  our  Seminary  nn  endowment 
for  at  least  one  chair  may  he  ms-iiriil . It 
requires  sixty  thousand  dollar*  for  this  pur- 
pose. and  it  opens  nn  opportunity  for  thos. 
of  liberal  means  and  large  hearts  to  perpet- 
uate their  influence  hy  supporting  one  de- 
partment of  instruction  in  t^c  Seminary. 
Money  thus  given  is  faithfully  guarded  niid 
only  its  interest  is  used,  and  in  this  way  for 
generation  after  generation  a gift  for  this 
purpose  will  live  and  quietly  do  its  gracious 
work  for  the  ministry.  M’herc  is  the  man 
or  woman  who  will  come  forward  and  ren- 
der this  noble  service? 

Already  the  chair  of  Theology  known 
as  the  Joseph  Emerson  Brown  Chair  of  The. 
ologv  has  been  endowed,  and  will  hold  in 
perpetual  remembrance  the  name  of  the  il- 
lustrious  Governor  of  Georgia  M’e  grate- 
fully mention  nlso  the  David  T.  Porter 
( hair  of  Church  History  endowed  hy  Re- 
becca P.  Barlett  in  honor  of  her  brother, 
Mr.  Porter.  In  the  former  ease  the  money 
was  given  hy  the  gentleman  after  whom  the 
chair  is  named., and  in  the  other  ease  a g«,.'t 
lady  endowed  the  Chair  of  Church  History 
in  honor  of  her  brother.  Additional  eha:rs 
may  he  endowed  and  it  is  left  to  the  donor* 
to  designate  the  person  whose  name  is  to  he 
associated  with  the  chair. 

Another  privilege  lies  in  reach  of  the  pub- 
lic spirited  and  generous  friends  of  the  Sem- 
inary. For  thirty  thousand  dollars  a school 
in  the  Seminary  may  he  endowed.  This  * 
gift  could  also  become  a memorial  in  honor/  * 
of  some  loved  one.  and  would  constitute  a J 
mohument  which,  while  commemorating  the  * 
virtues  of  the  dead,  would  constantly  assist  J 
in  the  work  of  ministerial  education,  and 
bring  honor  to  the  Redeemer's  name.  M'ho  ' 
will  gladden  the  Southern  Baptists’  hearts  * 
by  a gift  in  so  good  a cause?

When  a very  young  man,  and  before  I 
was  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry,  I 
held  to  the  view  now  held  by  Brother  Wes- 
son relative  to  the  doctrine  o election, 
which  is  the  Arminian  view.  I not  only 
held  that  view,  but  was  one  of  the  worst 
haters  of  the  doctrine  of  the  unconditional 
personal  election  of  God’s  people  1 have 
ever  known.  I fought  the  doctrine  and  had 
little  or  no  patience  with  those  who  believed 
in  it. 


It  has  given  me  assurance  amidst  the  mani- 
fold discouragements  which  have  beaet  my 
way.  It  has  comforted  me  during  the  sad- 
dest. darkest  hours  of  nty  life.  It  has  en- 
couraged me  to  use  the  means  of  grace  in  the 
highest  degree.  It  has  given  me  an  impetita 
in  the  dhine  lift  as  a Christian,  and  It  real 
in  preaching  the  gos|>el  of  Christ  to  poor 
lost  sinners  I never  would  have  had  w’ithout 
it.

tried  harder  to  get  around  or  to  explain 
away  the  Scriptures  that  teach  believers 
immersion  than  I did  the  Scriptures  that 
teach  the  unconditional  personal  election  of 
God’s  people.  It  was  true  of  me  as  it  was 
with  Saul  of  Tarsus  when  he  was  fighting 
the  faith  of  Chrrt.  It  was  “hard  for  me 
to  kick  against  the  goads,”  and  I was  much 
annoyed  all  the  while  by  the  sound  of  the 
voice  of  God  which  rang  in  my  cars.  “Nay. 
hut  O man.  who  art  thou  that  repliest 
against  God,”  etc.  Permit  me  to  give  the 
reasons  why  I so  bitterly  opposed  the  doc- 
, trine  in  question:  ‘ 

1.  I was  a natural  born  Arminian,  and 
was  raised  from  early  childhood  to  oppos- 
the  doctrine  of  unconditional  election,  and 
just  as  a child  raised  up  in  the  Catholic  or 
Redo  Baptist  faith  clings  to  it  in  after  life 
unless  converted  from  it.  so  it  was  with  me. 
2.  I was  not  willing  for  God  to  have  his 
own  way  as  the  sovereign  dispenser  of  grace, 
or  to  say  what  he  does  say.  for  — 

3.  The  doctrine  was  contrary  to  my  idea 
of  justice  with  great  stress  on  the  “my." 

I arraigned  the  deep  doctrine  of  God’s  sov- 
ereign choice  of  his  people  from  eternity 
before  the  bar  of  my  own  weak,  short-sight- 
ed, depraved  idea  of  justice  and  condemned 
it. 

4.  I was  not  in  heart  really  an  humble 
learner  at  the  feet  of  our  Sovereign  God, 
but  looked  prejudicially  and  askance  at 
those  plain  Scriptures  that  teach  the  doc- 
trine in  question.  I say  it  with  shame  that 
I came  well  nigh  playing  the  infidel  in  re- 
jecting the  hand  of  my  God.  I shall  ever 
feel  grateful  to  him  for  haviug  brought  me 
in  the  spirit  of  a little  child  to  exclaim, 
“Speak,  Lord,  for  thy  servant  heareth”  and 
to  believe  whatever  he  does  say. 

Having  resolved  to  rid  myself  of  preju- 
dice concerning  the  doctrine  once  so  ob- 
noxious to  me,  and  to  prayerfully  and  hon- 
estly investigate  the  teaching  of  Holy  .Scrip- 
ture and  to  embrace  the  truth  as  God  would 
give  me  to  see  it,  I carried  out  my  eso- 
lutions  and  the  result  was.  I was  lifted  out 
of  the  quicksands  of  Arminianism  in  which 
1 had  floundered  so  long,  and  in  which  I 
found  nothing  solid  upon  which  to  stand, 
and  was  placed  upon  the  solid  rock  of 
God’s  sovereign  grnnee  in  the  unconditional 
personal  election  of  his  people,  resulting  in 
their  effectual  calling  or  regeneration  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  treir  justification  by 
faith  through  the  imputed  righteousness 
of  Christ  their  substitute,  and  their  eternal 
security  in  Christ,  and  their  final  glorifica- 
ton  in  heaven.  These  “five  great  rays  of 
the  star  of  light”  illumined  my  mind  and 
heart,  and  changed  the  current  of  my  ilogi 
cal  views  from  its  flow  through  the  quag- 
mire of  human  uncertainties,  into  the  chan- 
nel of  the  divine  certainties  to  the  glory 
of  God.  The  joy  of  my  heart,  and  practi- 
cally into  a life  of  devoted  consecration  to 
the  service  of  my  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Just  what  the  backbone  is  to  the  physical 
body,  so  is  the  doctrine  of  God’s’  sovereign 
grace  in  redemption  to  my  theological  sys- 
tem. It  has  given  me  strength  to  “endure 
hardness  as  a good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ.  ”'

(X  beloved.  “I  speak  the  truth  and  lie 
not  whi-nll  say  that  next  to  my  conversion 
to  Jesus,  my  Saviour  in  my  early  youth, 
which  turned  the  affections  of  my  heart 
to  him  and  into  the  way  of  everlasting  life, 
my  conversion  to  the  solid  God-honoring 
soul  saving  doetrines  of  sovereign  graee, 
has  been  the  greatest  epoch  in  my  life, 
and  for  which  I shall  thank  God  to  my  dy- 
ing day. 

The  change  in  niv  theological  views  as 
aforesaid  did  not  change  my  views  with 
reference  to  man’s  free  agency  and  account- 
ability. Nor  in  the  fullness  and  efficacy  of 
the  atonement  to  save  the  whole  world  if 
the  tv  hole  world  would  believe.  Nor  did  it 
change  my  views  in  the  least,  concerning  the 
f fee  invitations  of  the  gospel  extended  to 
every  creature. 

To  sum  it  up  ami  close:  My  study  of 
this  great  subject  has  resulted  in  my  firm 
conviction  that  while  election  bars  no  one 
from  coming  to  .Christ  and  from  Salvation, 
for  “wITosoever  will  let  him  come.”  it  is 
sin  and  unbelief  that  bars  the  way.  It  is 
the  election  of  grace  that  secures  the  salva- 
tion, and  as  a result  not  one  soul  would  lie 
inherit  the  eternal  inheritance,'  for  had 
there  been  no  election  of  grace  not  one  soul 
would  ever  have  come  to  Christ  for  salva- 
tion. and  ns  a resell  not  one  soul  would  be 
present  to  crown  him  in  the  heavens.  But 
blessed  be  the  God  of  all  grace  for  having 
elected  and  thus  secured  the  salvation'dT 
an  Innumerable  company  which  shid-l  shout 
the  praises  of  him  who  “loved  tflem  and 
redeemed  them  to  God  by  his  blood  out  of 
even-  nation  and  kindred  and  tongue  and 
people,”  and  who  shall  crown  him  amidst 
the  hallelujahs  of  that  eternal  day.
